Perhaps all the school patrons do 
not know that in Kentucky we 
have a compulsory educational 
law, though not generally en- 
forced The law requires that ev 
ery child between the ages of seven 
and fourteen years, shall attend 
school ior at least eight -consecu- 
tive weeks in each year. A penal 
ty of from $5 to $50 foi failure to 
comply with these piovisiuus is im- 
posed upon the parent or guardian. 
It is the duty of the Board of Trus 
tees to see that the law is enforced 
The child may be sent to a private 
school or taught at home, but it 
must receive an educational train- 
ing from some source, if the law is 
complied with. Where the pupil 
fails to attend it is the Cduty ol the 
teacher to make a report to some of 
the trustees and in turn the duty 
of the trustees to take the matter 
up before th e county authorities 
Under the law no teacher is entitled 
to bis or her money when the at- 
tendance is not 25 per cent, or 
more of the number of pupils in 
the district. If £we are correctly 
informed there would be several 
teachers in this county would come 
up wanting on pay day, if these 
matters were properly looked into 
by the chairman of the board ot 
trustees of the various districts, 
whose duty it is to sign the month- 
ly reports before tbe salary is paid.

THE RIOTING IN ODESSA 

Estimated Number of Killed 3,500 and 
About 12,000 Wounded. 

London, Nov. 6. — The Odessa corre- 
spondent of the Standard, under dale 
of November 5, sends further sensa- 
tional accounts of the rids there. He 
says: 

“■There have been more horrifying 
massacres and fiendish cruelties, but 
Ihe districts where these took place 
are now cordoned by troops. Proha- 
b’y the total killed will number 3.590, 
and the wounded 12.0(10. In the sub- 
urb of Moldovankn a thousand victims 
remained in the streets from midnight 
wnitl noon, when the authorities hast- 
ent d to collect and bury tlig bodies 
In great pits in order to conceal their 
numbers. Two private doctors attend- 
ed more tliau 300 children of both 
rexes who ha t been horribly gashed 
about the head and shoulders with sa- 
beis. 

"Heaping insult on injury, the civil 
governor to-day, when the butchery 
bad ended, asked the householders to 
subscribe $1(0,000 to pay the police 
inerrased wages.” 

Odessa. Nov. C.- The casualties in 
Fauzrday's disturbances exceed 140 
am! those of the preceding three days, 
which have been verified, number 
rienr'y 5.C00. The plundering contin- 
ued eariy Sunday morning in the out- 
laying districts, but Sunday the city 
was relatively calm, though the pop- 
ulation Is still auxious. 

The latest accounts of ihe devasta- 
tion in the Jewish quarters add hor- 
ror to the 1 . situation. Besides numer- 
ous mills, all the bakeries, shops aud 
nearly COO homes have been destroyed.
